Three arrests in Ding 
family murder probe

DETECTIVES investigating the 
brutal murders of the Ding 
family from Northampton have 
arrested three people. 

Northamptonshire Police con¬ 
firmed that two women and a 
man were detained by the East 
Midlands major crime unit yes¬ 
terday morning on suspicion of 
conspiracy. 

Jifeng Ding, Ge Chui and their 
two daughters, Xing and Alice, 
were stabbed to death in their 
home in Pioneer Close, Wootton, 
last April, on the day of the Royal 
Wedding. 

A spokeswoman for Operation 
Nene, hunting for the Dings’ 
killer, said: “A 54-year-old woman 
was arrested in the Radford area 
of Coventry, a 39-year-old woman 
was arrested in Gloucester town 
centre and a 25-year-old man was 
arrested in Islington, London. 

‘All three have been arrested on 
suspicion of conspiracy to assist 
an offender in connection with 
Operation Nene.” 

The breakthrough in the investi¬ 
gation comes just two weeks after 
police returned from China. 

Three officers took the search 
for prime suspect Anxiang Du to 
his native country on March 25. 

The 52-year-old, from Coventry,

has not been seen since he was 
spotted on CCTV leaving his car 
parked in London on April 30. 
Police believe he had a disagree¬ 
ment with the Ding family about 
money. 

Although officers have 
remained in close contact with 
the Chinese authorities through¬ 
out the investigation, it was 
thought that the personal visit 
would allow officers to speak with 
associates of Mr Du for any infor¬ 
mation they had to help identify 
people who could have assisted 
him in his escape. 

After returning to the UK on 
April 4, senior investigator in the 
case, Detective Chief Inspector 
Tom Davies, said: “During our 


visit we were supported by the 
Chinese Ministry of Public 
Security, having first briefed them 
in the city of Beijing. This ensured 
that the Chinese law enforcement 
were fully aware of the investiga¬ 
tion, its aims and the purpose of 
the visit to China. 

“With their support we went on 
to speak to a number of individu¬ 
als in different regions of China 
before meeting the family of the 
victims in the city of Hangzhou. 

“The family were grateful for the 
ongoing work in this case and 
remain supportive of the investi¬ 
gation as we move forward. 

“This meeting also provided us 
with the opportunity to pass on 
our deepest sympathies for their 
loss, in person. 

“The result of the trip to China 
was very positive and it allowed 
us to ensure that the Chinese Law 
enforcement agencies are fully 
aware and pro-active in assisting 
us in the search for Anxiang Du. 
We will maintain ongoing liaison 
with Chinese law enforcement as 
the investigation continues.” 

The three people detained 
yesterday will be interviewed in 
local police stations where they 
were arrested. 

Northamptonshire Police are 
expected to give an update on the 
investigation on April 27 - the 
anniversary of the Dings’ deaths.

Group in vow over gardens after new plant raid 


VOLUNTEERS at a communi¬ 
ty park in Northampton say 
they will strive to keep the 
garden open despite a series 
of plant thefts. 

The Spring Boroughs 
Residents Association, which 
has been running the pocket 
park on Upper Bath Street 
since 1996, fears it is being 
targeted. 

The latest plant to be stolen 
was a Forsythia bush, which 
had been specially grown by a 


local resident and planted on 
Good Friday. It was ripped out 
and taken in the early hours of 
last Friday morning. 

The bush was put in to 
replace the previous pinched 
plant, a Blue Spruce tree, 
which was dug out last year. 

Chairman of the residents 
association, Joe Joyce, said: 
“Wed planted it so that the 
kids could decorate it at 
Christmas. 

“We have no idea who might 


be doing this, because no 
one’s ever seen them in the 
act. It’s always been done in 
the early hours of the morn¬ 
ing. It’s very frustrating.” 

He added that there were 
concerns about the group’s 
Jubilee plans: “We are worried 
that if we plant something 
that they don’t like they’ll 
come and take it from us. 

“We’re certainly going to put 
a few rose bushes in to cele¬ 
brate the Jubilee of Her Majesty 


the Queen, but we don’t know 
what will happen to them.” 

Mr Joyce said that the 
pocket park may need to have 
CCTV cameras installed in the 
future to protect it from 
vandals. But he said that the 
volunteers would do every¬ 
thing in their power to keep 
the garden open. 

“We’re going to continue 
planting things, because we 
won’t let this person, or 
people, beat us.” 


Council slammed for £165k 
spend on new library signs

A SENIOR councillor has condemned 
the county council’s decision to spend 
£165,000 on electronic signs for 
libraries as ‘disgusting’. 

Leader of the Labour group on the 
authority, Cllr John McGhee, said he 
found it hard to believe this amount of 
money was being used on what he called 
a ‘PR exercise’ when people were 
genuinely suffering across the county. 

Cllr McGhee said: “I am not surprised 
but I am disappointed and disgusted. 

“There are people who have been hit 
hard by the budget and they are 
suffering, 

“You only have to look at the cuts to the 
lights being switched off, the cuts to 
public transport and the cuts to transport 
to school for children. 

“This money could be far better used. 

“This is no more than a PR exercise for 
the administration and they should be 
ashamed of themselves. 

“I hope people do not forget the 
disgraceful decisions this administration 
has made. 

“I hope this good news story back fires 
on them and people remember the horri¬ 
ble decisions which have been made 
such as cutting £3m from the youth 


budget.” The council is planning to 
install the screens, similar to one at the 
reception in County Hall, in the county’s 
35 libraries. 

A spokesperson from Northampton¬ 
shire County Council said: “We are look¬ 
ing for a company to supply, install and 
maintain electronic signs in 35 libraries 
for the next five years. 

“This is part of our work to make 
libraries fit for the future and will be used 
to keep library visitors informed with 


what’s happening at their local library 
and the wide range of services available, 
whether it’s a job club, free internet 
access on a Friday or a Rhymetime 
session, for example. 

“We want to encourage more people to 
make use of the services on offer, so 
libraries can continue to thrive in the 
future.” 

The contract would run for five years 
and companies applying have until May 
17 to do so. 


Watch out - jewellery thieves about 


Work by police dog 
helps with arrests 

A POLICE dog has been able to help sniff 
out crime in Northampton and this 
good work has led to the arrest of one 
man and two boys on suspicion of 
robbery. 

Police received a report that three peo¬ 
ple had stolen a mobile phone and 
tobacco from a man walking in Becket’s 
Park, Northampton, on Sunday evening. 

The descriptions of the offenders were 
quite vague but response officers and a 
dog handler contained and searched the 
surrounding area. 

A member of the public saw three 
people answering the vague description 
running towards St John’s car park. 

The dog handler boxed them off and 
the trio - an 18-year-old man and two 
boys aged 15 and 14, all from 
Northampton - were arrested in 
Derngate. 

They were taken into custody at 
Campbell Square police station and 
were released on police bail pending 
further enquiries. 


JEWELLERY raiders have been 
responsible for a series of burglaries 
across the county. 

Expensive jewellery has been stolen 
from locations in Northampton and 
Kettering over recent months. 

Although only a small number of 
offences in total have occurred, Police 
say these have caused significant 
distress to the victims. 

Examples include an incident which 
occurred on Saturday, February 11, 
between 7.15pm and 9.15pm in the 
Abington Vale area of Northampton. 

Items of jewellery, an amount of cash, 
a mobile phone, two laptops, a satellite 
navigation system, and a camera were 
stolen. 

Another burglary occurred on 
Wednesday, March 7, some time between 
11am and 2.30pm in the Headlands area 
of Northampton where items of gold 
jewellery were taken. 

Another incident occurred on April 6 in 
the Phippsville area of Northampton. 

The front door was forced open and a 
considerable amount of gold jewellery 
was removed. 


Police stated concerns have been 
raised by members of the Asian 
community that Asian households are 
being targeted. Although this cannot be 
specifically confirmed Police are asking 
any members of the community who 
keep gold jewellery at home to be 
particularly vigilant at this time. 

Detective Inspector Nick Purdie said: 
“The incidents are possibly driven by the 
high value of gold at the moment and we 
are aware Asian members of the 
community may feel targeted. 

“Northamptonshire Police is working 
closely with community leaders and local 
members of the community to reassure 
them that we are committed to doing all 
we can to prevent and detect these 
crimes. 

“We are exploring a number of lines of 
enquiry and are linking some offences 
where gold jewellery has been taken. 

“A number of other police forces, both 
regionally and from further afield, are 
also experiencing similar offences and 
Northamptonshire is in contact with 
these forces to ensure that all relevant 
information is shared.”

AN INDEPENDENT shoemaker is revital¬ 
ising the town's historic link to the indus¬ 
try with his first bespoke collection. 

Nicholas Cooper, who trained at 
Wellingborough’s footwear college before 
it closed in 2008, launched his new designs 
at Northampton Museum. 

And in homage to the town’s heritage, 
each of Nicholas’s designs is named after a 
street in the old shoe quarter of 
Northampton, including Alcombe Road, 
Artizan Road and Spencer Road. 

Nicholas said: “Shoemaking as an inde¬ 
pendent occupation is coming back.” 

His workshop - Stamp Shoes, on St 
George’s Avenue - is continuing the tradition 
of handmade English footwear, but incorpo¬ 
rates “an unrestrained use of colour”. 

All the shoes are made-to-measure using 
locally sourced leather, while fittings take 
place in the Stamp shop or at the cus¬ 
tomer’s home. Each pair is constructed by 
hand on specially made foot lasts modelled 
by an expert last-maker according to the 
unique measurements of the individual. 

Originally from Shropshire, Nicholas was 
drawn to Northamptonshire in 2007 to 
immerse himself in the town’s world- 
renowned shoemaking. He honed his skills 
meeting local people and semi-retired 
craftsmen from the area. 

He said: “After London, it’s the best place. 
It makes perfect sense, because it’s all 
here.” 

Following the launch of the website in 
December last year, Stamp has already had 
orders from customers in the capital,. 

Nicholas added: “In a beautiful way, 
shoemaking has come full circle. With only 
a handful of English shoe factories now 
remaining, the old pre-industrial way of 
lasting and burnishing a pair of shoes by 
hand is re-emerging and becoming ever 
more relevant to the client who demands 
individuality.”

Cops warn web 
child sex fiends

PAEDOPHILES who abuse 
children through social network¬ 
ing sites will be hunted down, say 
police. 

In a warning to criminals who 
stalk the web’s youngest users, 
detectives said that recent arrests 
did not mean the search was over. 

Northamptonshire Police 
launched its biggest ever investi¬ 
gation into the distribution of 
indecent images of children last 
year. 

Known as ‘Operation Gizmo’, the 


■ Friendship - Posing as 
another child a paedophile will

■ New Best Friend - The 
paedophile will encourage a 
child to talk about their 
problems to create the illusion 
of being a trusted friend. 
Children are naturally trusting 
and will quickly respond.

search for offenders abusing 
youngsters on the Internet has 
seen nine arrests across the 
county - the most recent in 
Wellingborough in February. 

But the child protection team is 
keen to show it is still working to 
catch anyone involved in online 
exploitation. 

Sergeant Andy Blaize from the 
Operation Gizmo team, said: “We 
will continue to identify and 
arrest those who possess and dis¬ 
tribute indecent images of chil¬ 
dren. If you are involved in this 
kind of activity you should be sit¬ 
ting very uncomfortably indeed 


their computer is, who they 
share it with and how private it 
is. This is to assess the 
likelihood of being caught. 

Keep the computer your child 
uses in a public space. 

■ Mutual Love - The paedophile 
will build up a sense of mutual 
love, encouraging the child to 
share secrets and intimacies. 

■ Sex Talk - The abuser will 
move from intimate 
conversation to sex talk 


and waiting for a knock on your 
door.” 

The force says online abuse can 
include anything from Facebook 
and social media sites, to the use 
of web cameras to make, and then 
distribute, indecent images. 

These are often coerced out of 
vulnerable children who have 
been “befriended into trusting 
strangers” - a frightening thought 
for parents. 

Sergeant Carole Walton, who has 
20 years’ experience as an officer, 
works on all aspects of the investi¬ 
gation, but also gives advice to 
children at local schools. 

She said: “I say to children, 
‘would you walk down the street 
poking people and asking 
strangers to be your friend? Of 
course you wouldn’t - so why do it 
on Facebook?’ 

“It can be hard for young people 
to accept that sometimes people 
online can have bad intentions, 
but sadly that is the case. 

“Social networking sites feature 
in virtually every case the online 
team investigate. Very often par¬ 
ents don’t realise what is going on 
and I urge them to step up to the 
mark in protecting their children. 

“They have to be proactive, as 
paedophiles will prey on children 
not under parental supervision.”

Canal closed to 
help save water

THE Grand Union Canal in 
Northamptonshire has been closed 
in yet another drought measure to 
hit the county. 

Locks one to 17 of the Northampton 
Arm were shut to traffic from 3pm on 
Friday, after British Waterways said 
water supplies were “at a critical level”. 

The Stoke Bruerne branch of the 
canal in the south of the county has 
already been restricted, with boats only 
given access between 10am and 3pm, 
while no overnight mooring is allowed. 

A British Waterways spokesman said 
that each time a boat goes through a 
lock it takes 50,000 gallons of water 
with it. 

He added: “The conditions have left 
holdings in many of the reservoirs that 
supply our canal network well below 
what we would normally expect. As a 
result we’re implementing restricted 
opening times at selected locks in 
order to ensure we use the available 
water sensibly and responsibly to see 
us through the summer. 

“The restrictions have been imple¬ 
mented following a number of impor¬ 
tant and useful discussions with 
national boating organisations, trade 
bodies and waterway business opera¬ 
tors and we have been very grateful for 
their understanding and cooperation.” 


The organisation said it would moni¬ 
tor water levels and the impact on local 
businesses and boating events. 

The Northampton Arm of the Grand 
Union Canal is the only connection 
between the town’s new marina and 
the midlands canals. 

A spokeswoman for the Environment 
Agency, which has been running the 
marina since its official opening on 
March 30, confirmed that river levels 
were being closely watched. 

The Northampton Arm of the canal 
will re-open temporarily at 10am on 
May 3 to allow boats to attend the 
annual Boating Gathering run by 
Northamptonshire Inland Waterways 
Association, but the closure will be 
back in force as of 3pm on May 8. 

The closures left sea cadets’ jubilee 
plans hanging in the balance. 

Celebrations organised by 
Northampton and Wellingborough Sea 
Cadets were under threat as the unit of 
youngsters was due to steer a narrow- 
boat all the way from their base to 
London, where they are set to take part 
in the Queen’s Jubilee Pageant on the 
River Thames. 

But now they must rely on the “good¬ 
will of individuals” to get them there. 

Chris Read, district officer for the 
cadets, said: “It’s obviously causing us 
some difficulties. It’s only thanks to 
some kind companies that we have 
managed to find a way around it.”

Fate of 123 years of 


COUNTY Flail is one of the landmark buildings 
in Northampton, having been the headquarters 
of the county council for more than a century. 
But what does the future hold for this famous 
structure? Reporter Lawrence John found out 
more about its past... and future 


NORTHAMPTONSHIRE County 
Council is developing what it 
calls ‘a business case’ into the 
feasibility of moving out of 
County Hall. 

The proposal is not only looking 
at County Hall, but at all the prop¬ 
erties which the council owns. 

It will study issues such as how 
much it costs the council to run 
County Hall, if it is economically 
viable to use the building or if it 
would save money if the council 
moved out and sold it. 

This is a wide ranging business 
case and similar questions will be 
asked of all the properties con¬ 
tained in the county council’s 
portfolio. 

The plan has already started and 
is expected to be completed in the 
summer. 

Cabinet member for local gov¬ 
ernment and shared services, 
Cllr Andrew Langley, said: “We 
are currently developing a busi¬ 
ness case looking into the feasi¬ 
bility of investing in the develop¬ 
ment of new 21st century office 


accommodation in the town cen¬ 
tre to help kickstart regeneration. 

“This could bring to life a cur¬ 
rently underused and unattrac¬ 
tive area, transforming it into a 
new local carbon, energy- 
efficient office space for 2,500 
people - helping to increase town 
centre footfall. 

“This could provide space for 
private and public sector organi¬ 
sations - bringing council work¬ 
ers back into the town centre and 
offering 21st century office 
accommodation for businesses 
setting up in the town.” 


Northamptonshire County 
Council officially moved into 
County Hall in 1889. The first 
elections for the council were 
held on fanuary 17, 1889 when 33 
seats out of the 51 up for grabs 
were contested. 

The council chamber which is 
used today for meetings was orig¬ 
inally built in 1891 at a cost of 
£3,318, 5s 5d. 

As the county council expanded 
its role in the everyday life of peo¬ 
ple in Northamptonshire so did 
the size of County Hall. 

The buildings taken over by the 
county council at George Row 
included: the court, George Row 
block, council chamber, educa¬ 
tion block, surveyor’s block, old 
gaol block, Guildhall Road block. 

The main buildings were built in 
the late 1670s after the great fire 
of Northampton had destroyed 
the original buildings of the quar¬ 
ter session. 

A sessions house and judges 
lodgings where erected with a 
county gaol to the rear. 

In the 1880s the gaol ceased to 
be used for prisoners.

House was a private house which 
was re-built in 1845 and placed in 
county hands. In 1904 it expand¬ 
ed again when the former female 
gaol which lay to the south of 
George Row offices was convert¬ 
ed into education facilities. 

In 1909 a new building was 
erected on the east side of the site 
which was used by the surveyor’s 
department. 

This caused the garden to be 
enclosed from all sides and 
became a focal point of County 
Hall. 

Former Northampton North 
MP and now Independent Castle 
ward councillor on the county 
council, Cllr Tony Clarke feels a 
town centre office is the key. 

He said: “For me the priority 
would be moving staff from The 
Lakes back into the town cen¬ 
tre. 

“They moved them out 15 to 20 
years ago from Northampton 
House to The Lakes, which had a 
detrimental effect on the town 
centre. 

“I think the first thing is to 
encourage any new building to 
be in the town centre, which 
would help the economy thrive 
from Monday to Friday. 

“If we can reuse County Hall 
then that would be a bonus. 

“But I think this could be diffi¬ 
cult as parts of the Sessions 
House and the council chamber 
do not lend themselves to reuse. 

“And the Sessions House/Court 
Room is a listed building and 
can’t be changed. 

“If this is the case then what can 
be done with them?”

Water bill is just cash going down drain 


I REFER to the letter from 
MD of Anglian Water, Peter 
Simpson (H&P April 12). 

It is all very well for Mr 
Simpson to show sympathy 
with his customers for the 
inconvenience caused by 
the current hosepipe ban 
imposed on us by his com¬ 
pany, and to tell us the great 
lengths they are going to in 
order to minimise leaks, 
however his letter fails to 
mention a number of perti¬ 
nent facts that I think read¬ 
ers may find interesting, and 
perhaps somewhat shock¬ 
ing. 

Last year Anglian Water 
failed to reach its leakage 
target, they lost 230 million 
litres of water every day, 19.4 
per cent of its daily input. 

This is equivalent to 33,580 
Olympic sized swimming 
pools full of precious water 
down the plughole in 12 
months. 

Mr Simpson did not men¬ 
tion this, nor did he mention 
the £300m tsunami of cash 
that was paid out to its 
Canadian and Australian 
investors last year, from 


annual profits of £709m. He 
also skipped over the £l.lm 
splashed out in bonuses to 
the company’s directors, so 
whilst my car currently looks 
as if it has taken part in the 
Paris-Dakar rally as I will be 
fined £1,000 for washing it, 
there appears to be no 
drought when it comes to 
‘fat cat’ executive bonus 
payments. 

Obviously nobody can 
deny that the dry conditions 
are a significant factor lead¬ 
ing to the current hosepipe 
ban, this is of course out of 
the control of the water 
companies, but what clearly 
is their fault is the extraordi¬ 
nary national leakage figure 
of 1.3 billion litres a day 
which has played a major 
part in us getting to where 
we are now 

Of course the well of cash 
supplied to Anglian Water 
will never dry up, my annual 
water bill is over £500 - most 
of which seems to be quite 
literally going down the 
drain.

TWO daily newspapers in 
Northamptonshire will become weekly 
publications from next month, its 
publisher has announced. 

The Chronicle & Echo and the 
Northamptonshire Evening Telegraph 
will be “re-launched” in late May as 
part of an overhaul of Johnston Press 
newspapers. 

The Chronicle & Echo was first pub¬ 
lished as a daily paid-for title in 1931. 

The company says its newsrooms 
would become “platform-neutral”. 

Daily coverage from the Chronicle 
will revert to the paper’s website, with 
a re-designed paid for print edition 
published in midweek. 

The news came just days after it was 
revealed the paper’s classified advertising 
operation would move to a central hub in 
Sheffield and that local classified adver¬ 
tisers would be dealt with from there. 

A number of job losses are expected as 
a result of the changes. 

Chief executive of Johnston Press, 
Ashley Highfield, said: “Our publishing 
strategy going forward will ensure that 
we give our local audiences what they 
want.” 

David Mackintosh, leader of 
Northampton Borough Council, on 
Twitter, wrote: “Very sad that 
@ChronandEcho won’t continue as daily 
paper. It is a vital part of town’s commu¬

nity and hope the new online edition 
carries that on.” 

Others who commented on the paper’s 
website described the shift as “the end of 
an era”. 

The move was announced on Monday 
ahead of further changes to be revealed 
by Johnston Press during its annual 
results on April 25. 

Johnston Press reported profits of 
£54.9m in 2010, but the publisher’s 
£350m debt threatens to swamp its £40m 
market capitalisation. 

Shares in the publisher had fallen about 
six per cent by 12.30pm on Monday - to 
six pence - bringing the company’s mar¬ 
ket cap down to £38.38m.

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MP blasts firm for 
shops boost delay

NORTHAMPTON South MP 
Brian Binley has called on Legal 
& General to pull its finger out to 
improve the range of shops in 
town. 

The MP hit out at the company 
when it claimed the proposed 
£50m retail scheme at The Lakes 
in Rushden would jeopardise the 
£350m Grosvenor Centre devel¬ 
opment. 

Mr Binley said comments like 
that were “a joke” and would turn 
Legal & General locally into a 
“laughing stock”. 

The company responsible for 
the expansion of the Grosvenor 
Centre is expected to submit its 
planning application to 
Northampton Borough Council 
by September. 

Legal & General, which owns the 
shopping centre, said the propos¬ 
al would include a department 
store, shops, restaurants, offices 
and a hotel. 

Mr Binley said: “The impact The 
Lakes development in Rushden 
will have on Northampton town 
centre will be minimal, especially 
when you take into account what 
is going to happen in 
Northampton. 

“A billion pounds was earned in 


Northampton but not spent in 
Northampton. It is spent in places 
like Milton Keynes, Peterborough 
and Coventry. 

“This suggests the retail offer in 
Northampton is not good 
enough. What I say to Legal & 
General is you came to this town 
to earn money and you should 
pull your finger out to make retail 
shopping in Northampton more 
attractive.” 

Jon McCarthy, director of LXB 
Development, the group behind 


the Rushden development, said: 
“Northampton’s immediate 
catchment does not include 
Rushden, nor for that matter does 
Corby, Kettering or even 
Wellingborough’s. 

“The spending The Lakes will 
claw back to Rushden from places 
like Northampton or Milton 
Keynes is important for the sus¬ 
tainability of Rushden, but it is 
not significant in terms of 
Northampton town centre’s 
prospects for growth.”

Chocs away! Thief 
in sweet raid spree

A SERIAL thief with a suspected sweet 
tooth has admitted stealing more than 
£1,000 worth of chocolate bars. 

Ionel Tudoran, 32, of Newcombe 
Avenue, Northampton, was convicted on 
ten counts of theft from supermarkets. 

His largest haul was a quantity of 
chocolate bars worth £600, which he 
stole from a Tesco Express in 
Northampton on January 22. 

The spree began on January 13 when 
£288 worth of Galaxy chocolate - the 


equivalent of more than 450 of the 
brand’s smallest bars - went missing 
from Tesco. 

Tudoran also stole a quantity of chew¬ 
ing gum costing £320 from an Aldi shop 
in Northampton, and a variety of other 
food and drink from the Co-op. 

In total, the thief cost supermarkets 
£2,260.32 in stolen goods. 

The defendant pleaded guilty, but mag¬ 
istrates deemed the thefts too serious to 
deal with themselves.

Burglar linked to car 
theft gang locked up

A NINETEEN-year-old responsi¬ 
ble for a number of burglaries 
which resulted in the theft of 
high performance vehicles has 
been put away for 32 months. 

Daniel Danek, of Northwood 
Road, Northampton, appeared 
before Luton Crown Court for 
sentencing having pleaded guilty 
to the raids in Tithe Farm Close, 
Langford, and Polhill Avenue, 
Bedford, in January. 

Danek was arrested when police 
spotted a commotion around a 
BMW X5 - worth £30,000 - in 
Polhill Avenue, Bedford. 

He was being chased by the 
owner, before getting into the 
vehicle and fleeing. 

A number of officers were 
involved in a pursuit which ended 
in Ashburnham Road, Bedford. 

Danek was then linked to the

raid in Langford when an Audi A4 
was stolen. This vehicle was never 
recovered. 

Danek asked for a number of 
other offences in North¬ 


amptonshire and Cambridgeshire 
to be taken into consideration. 

He was sent to a young offend¬ 
ers’ institute for 32 months for 
each burglary offence and given 
an eight month concurrent sen¬ 
tence for theft of a motor vehicle. 
He was also disqualified from 
driving for two years. 

Detective Constable Martyn 
Hynes from the dedicated stolen 
vehicle squad, said: “We believe 
Danek is part of a well organised 
criminal gang targeting the own¬ 
ers of high performance vehicles 
in the hope of stealing them and 
selling them on. 

“Thanks to the work of the 
stolen vehicle squad and the vigi¬ 
lance of patrol units, we have 
been able to stop Danek and dis¬ 
rupt his gang’s operation. 

“The stolen vehicle squad was 
established exactly for this type of 
crime and we are delighted with 
the outcome of this case.”

Keeley and pals make a 
toast to Iceland’s Blue Lagoon 


TRAVEL REVIEW 

IT’S fair to say Iceland has made 
a few headlines in recent years, and 
not all for the right reasons. 

So looking to dispel misconceived 
ideas and dressed in my finest winter 
gear I hopped aboard Easyjet’s newest 
route from Luton to Keflavik, for a 
48-hour voyage of discovery. 

And it didn’t take long for my warm 
layers to be replaced by the warmest 
of welcomes and 
my preconcep¬ 
tions were cast 
off into the crisp 
Nordic air. 

In just two days 
I was given only a 
glimpse into the 
wealth of natural 
beauty this 
country has to 
offer while the 
tip of the iceberg 
left me wanting 
to see what else 
lies beneath the mysterious land¬ 
scape. 

Sipping a cocktail while relaxing in 
the steaming Blue Lagoon - the out¬ 
door geothermal spa which has a 
modest natural temperature of 37-39 
degrees Celsius - I wonder how this 
could possibly be the same place that 



led to the grounding of the world’s air 
traffic in 2010. 

But I could easily see how it’s known 
as the land of fire and ice and not just 
for the explosive headlines. 

It was hard to believe that after just a 
three hour flight we were transported 
to this magical environment like no 
other I’d seen before. 

As the mountain jeeps picked us up 
from the airport, matching the 
Martian-type landscape, I had to 
pinch myself to 
check it wasn’t 
all a dream. 

The barren 
scenery really is 
out of this world 
and you could 
tell our tour 
guide Villi had 
seen reactions 
like ours before 
when he jealous¬ 
ly remarked: “I 
] wish I was com¬ 
ing here for the 

first time”. 

And I don’t think I was the only one 
speechless as we were taken on our 
journey and as such I can well sympa¬ 
thise with those who have struggled to 
define Iceland over the years. 

It’s not just about picture-postcard 
backdrops of snow covered moun¬ 



tains or the crystal clear waters 
snaking through the foreground 
around Scandinavian inspired houses. 

Driving through the countryside the 
vastness of it all took my breath away 
and with a population of less than the 
city of Preston in a country almost 
equal in size to England there’s plenty 
of space to go round. 

One of the locals tells me that there 
are more puffins than people in 
Iceland - a fact I can well believe - as 
I’ve already seen more horses than 
humans in the wilderness. 

Iceland has always caught my imag¬ 
ination and I snapped at the chance 
to visit it, even if just for a short time. 

We packed in many of the attrac¬ 
tions including the Golden Circle 
tour which takes you to the impres¬ 


sive geysers and even at one of the 
‘tourist hot-spots’ there’s not a queue 
in sight. 

Just as the water bubbles up and 
explodes before disappearing again 
within seconds, reports of the 2008 
banking collapse are a million miles 
away from my thoughts as I marvel at 
yet another symbol of the country’s 
natural volatility. 

It’s not just the scenery that warmed 
my senses leaving me wanting more. 
Being a bit of a foodie, I found that the 
local delicacies were equally as inspir¬ 
ing. 

We lunched at the incredible Lindin 
Bistro in the heart of the Golden Circle 
and sampled chef Baldur Oxdal 
Halldorsson’s reindeer pate (another

When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 



Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, home and 
mobile phone numbers and email address. If you are 
offered an interview, the employer will want to get 
hold of you so give him as many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 



The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.

LAST year, Lewis Wilson may 
well have thought his chances of 
playing professional football were 
over. Now he is back and aiming to 
earn a contract for next season at 
Northampton Town. 

When Rushden & Diamonds went 
out of business at the end of last 
season, striker Wilson was one of 
several final year scholars who were 
left without a club. 

He was forced to drop down to 
playing for Newport Pagnell Town 
in the United Counties League, as 
well as taking a part-time job in a 
clothes store to make ends meet. 

However, after impressing 
Northampton’s scouts the 19-year- 
old was offered a week long trial, 
and subsequently earned himself a 
deal until the end of the current 
season. 

“It’s a very scary time because 
you’re dwelling on opportunities. 
Sometimes you try too hard to 
impress and that doesn’t always 
work in your favour,” he said recall¬ 
ing what it was like after being let go 
at Rushden. 

“You just need to keep mentally 
strong, go about your business as 
you would do and hopefully you’ll 
get a bit of luck. Someone will spot 
you and you can do your stuff. 

“Being back in training every day 
again is life changing. A couple of 
months ago I was working part- 
time at Next, so it’s a big difference. 


“I’m very happy to be here and I’m 
looking forward to the future.” 

Having previously played on loan 
at Northampton Spencer, Wilson 
was already familiar with the UCL 
scene when he joined up at 
Newport. 

News of his progress filtered 
through to Northampton and a 
hat-trick against Irchester United in 
the Swans’ 3-0 win back in January 
in front of a scout convinced them 
to take him on trial. 

Wilson made his debut as a substi¬ 
tute in Tuesday night’s 3-1 defeat at 
Crawley Town and is hoping for fur¬ 
ther chances to show he deserves a 
longer contract during the remain¬ 
ing games. 

“That’s the aim,” he said. “Aidy 
Boothroyd did say I’ve got a very 
bright future, so hopefully I can 
prove him right, be here next sea¬ 
son and impress for years to come. 

“I’m eager to get on again. From 
now until the end of the season I’ll 
just work hard, try to impress the 
manager and hopefully I'm here 
again next season.” 

Wilson will be aiming to play 
some part when the Cobblers travel 
to Hereford United on Saturday, 
and if he does earn a new contract it 
will enable him to continue with his 
dream. 

He said: “Never give up - that’s my 
personal advice. There is always 
someone watching no matter what 
level you’re playing at and you can 
always get opportunities. 

“You have just got to take them.”
